'They Might Hava Escaped, but Like 


Bnve Men Stopped to Fight the 


Flic, and Were Overcome by 


Smoke and 'Gases. 


SEATTLE, Wash., Aug. 24.—A terrible 


'holocaust took place in the Oregon Im- 
provement 
Co.'s mine at Franklin, 


thirty-four miles from this city at 1 
o'clock yesterday afternoou, and al- 
ready thirty-seven dead bodies have 
been recovered from the mine. It is 
known that many others are im- 
prisoned in. the fiery fnrnace, but the 
number is only a matter of conjecture 
as yet. 


The first news of th&tragedy was re- 


ceived in this city by Manager Smith 
at 1:20 o!clock this afternoon in the 
shape of a telegram from the mine 
superintendent which stated that the 
mine was afire and that many miners, 
both white and black, were impris- 
oned. 


Later a telegram was received read- 


ing substantially as follows- "Thirty- 
seven dead bodies were taken out and 
it is supposed there are more to be ra- 
covered." 


What proportion of the dead men are 


white, and what proportion are black 
cannot at present be learned, but the 
officers say they are equally divided. 


Wives, children and comrades of thu 


dead men are frantic with grief, and 
form a picture that -would move the 
strongest to tears. 


A telegram at 4:30 o'clock stated that 


the fire is out and the damage is not so 
extensive as at first supposed. The 
smoke had the effect of deceiving the 
men as to the extent of the five. No 
more bodies have beeen recovered, but 
men are now engaged in exploring the 
mine. 


A driver on the sixth north level was 


the first to see the fire. Notice waa 
sent to- the men inside who were work- 
ing in different places. As soon us it 
was known that-there was a fire many 
of the men in the gangways rushed 
back to notify their comrades, while 
others fled pell mell for the main shaft. 
It is known thivt all the men in tho 
breasts reached ithe gangway in safety. 


In all about seventy men were at 


work in the sixth level, and of that 
number about forty lingered to fight 
the fire. These ore thought to hava 
constituted all those lost. 


The breast was burning fiercely, and 


before the miners were aware of it the 
fire had communicated to breasts Nos. 
80 and 61. Severaliof the men at breast 
32 took warning and fled. It is 
evident 
that 
all 
the 
men 
had 


time to come out, for those at work 
in the farther breast reached the shaft 
in safety, while those who were near- 
est the shaft perished. They evidently 
were of the impression that they were 
safe from the fire, but -while they ling- 
ered the smoke issued from some out- 
side place farther south. 


The bodies were all lound within a 


space of 500 feet 
Many were piled on 


top of each other, indicating that while 
in the throes of death they had sought 
escape, and stumbling over the pros- 
trate forms off their comrades, were un- 
able to rise. 


Several men .were badly bruised, and 


one colored man was taken out with a 
broken neck, their wounds indicating 
that they threw themselves' againtt 
posts and timbers of the gangway in a 
wild and desperate endeavor to escape. 
But a majority ot the bodies be»r no 
marks nt all, not even a scratch, and 
their features were in quiet repose, in- 
dicating that their death had been a 
speedy and painless one.

words, G rover Cleveland is tho enemy of 
northern prosperity, and the solicitor of 
tho applause of tho south that is well 
known to be in favor of free trade for no 
bettor reason than that it cannot, or 
rather has not, kept puce with tho in- 
dustrious people of the north in tho de- 
velopment of their section. 


How little Mr. Cleveland knows about 


this important subject, and how super- 
ficially he has considered it, u passage 
From his letter to Catchings will short 
In it he argues the necessity o[ free raw 
materials us tho foundation of logica 
and sensible tariff reform, and suggests 
that, if the senate had consented to 
placing iron ore and coal on the free liat 
there would havo only boon a loss o: 
3700,000 in rovonuo, moaning that thu' 
ainout is all that coal and iron oro wil 
yield in "tarill taxes." 
But he follows 


this with the statement that he is sure 
there is a common habit of undorosti 
mating 
tho 
importance of free raw 


materials. It must bo very importan1 


indeed, if from the great leading raw 
materials, coal and iron, only 8700,000 
annually aro collected at [he custom 
hoiiHes for it. Thut amount distributed 
among tho factories of the country woulc 
not amount to one dollar apieco_to all the 
concerns that use coal and iron orn. In 
deed it must bo mighty important to the 
consumer. Tho effect of free coal nnd iron 
will be to rob the poorest paid workmen 
of tho country, those engaged in mining 
and whobo finished product this so-calleti 
raw material is, and givo tho amount ol 
this robbery to the manufacturer. 


As a tariff logician Mr. Cleveland is n 


failure, and this fact goes very fur to 
ward nullifying what ho has said ugains 
the senate bill. It will be noted that 
while he arguos in favor of free coal anc 
iron, he has not a word in favor of freo 
sugar, which is as much a raw muteria 
as tho othor two are, and iewer working 
men are engaged in producing it in thii 
country; and free sugar is much more 
important to the people than free coa 
or iron. Free sugar would mean, fort; 
million dollars annually in the pocket 
of tho people. Froo coal und iron don' 
moan one cent a year in tho pocket o 
anybody but the manufacturer.' 


THE window glass workers have ac 


ccpted a reduction of 20 per cent, in 
wages on account of the novt tariff bill 
This affects the wages ot 20,000 work 
men. Supposing tho average wage to b 
S2 a day, tho reduction would bo 40 cent 
for each man per clay, or 52.40 a week 
For 20,000 men this means a loss o 
wages amounting in tho aggregate for 
ono week of S-19,000 und tho loss ot thi 
same amount to tbo merchants am 
others with whom that amount wouli 
havo boon spent for goods. In othe 
words a reduction of wages destroys 
tho consuming power of tho wage earner 
by tho amount of the reduction in 
wages, This hurts everybody and no 
one so much as tho wage earner him- 
self and the American farmer. Then 
again tho loss of S2.40 u week will not 
be mado up to tho wage earner by 
cheaper goons on nccountnf lower duties 
by a "long jump.'1 Tariff reform is n 
fraud und u robbery of worldngmen.

AFTEB ITINERANT DOCTOHS. 


The State Board of Health Will 


Prosecute Vendors of 


Medicine. 
. 


The State Board of Health is arrang- 


ing for tho .prosecution of itnerant ven- 
dors ol medicine in every coiinty of 
the [stnte. Contracts with the state's 
attorneys in nil*the .cqunties' are DOW 
being made to that end. The state's 
attorneys are to retain, as their compen- 
sation for conducting the prosecution, 
all the fines collected. Several pros- 
ecutions 
have 
already 
been com- 


menced. The law provides that every 
itinerant vender of medicine shall pay 
into tho treasury of tho state board of 
health a license fee of 8100 a month. 
The penalty for a violation of this act 
is a fine from S100 to 8200. Tho board 
also has a regulation providing for the 
admission for chemical analysis of a sam- 
ple of all medicines sold by intinerant 
venders. This, too, will be .rigidly en- 
forced.— Springfield Journal.

The peat has burned down to 
tho sand and in places holes two feet in 
depth were made. Tho peat formed 
great beds of hot coals, which were ever 
ready to brighten up when fanned by 
the breezes. A great fire-spreader has 
been found in the whirlwinds, which 
Have been daily visitors during tho en- 
tire season. 
These whirlwinds took 


burning coals into tho air and carried 
them over the heads of the lire-fighters 
and deposited them twenty, thirty and 
forty rods over the fire break, 


In and out where, there have been 


many acres of bearing marsh, and from 
whose railway station thousands of bar- 
rels of cranberries have been shipped 
yearly, almost nothing is left. One man 
is reported .as having saved half an acre 
of bearing vines, and another has saved 
a ten-acre patch. 


Condition of the Crops. 


The temperature of the past seven 


days has been about the normal over the 
northern and central, while over thfi 
southern division it has averaged from 
one to two degrees daily below. 
An 


average amount of sunshine prevailed 
during tho weok. 


The rainfall for tho week, v/as goner- 


ally below a seasonable average, and 
badly distributed. Tho drought which 
prevailed over many of the southern 
counties, was broken ,by copious rains 
on tho 23, 24, and 20th, tho heaviest 
falling over the extreme southern and 
eastern half of tho southern division. In 
tho central connties, while tho amount 
of precipitation was below a seasonable 
average, it was generally well dis- 
tributed. In tho northern division, ex- 
cept in a few counties, there was almost 
an entire absence of rain. 


While tho upland corn is improving, 


reports still conflict as to the extent of 
damage by tho drought. Some corre- 
spondents say that, owing to increased 
acreage this season, there will bo as 
much corn as last year. Many fields are 
reported past recovery, and in parts of 
Perry aud Monroe counties it is being 
cut for fodder. Corn in tho bottoms is 
E t i l l in good condition, and unless in- 
jured by frost will yield well. Broom 
corn harvest still progresses, tho yield 
reported good and of average quality. 


Owing to tho recent ruins the ground 


is in fairly good condition; plowing is 
being pushed, and in some sections 
soDJI'.iig has already been clone. Iu many 
sections of tho state this work is still re- 
tarded by tho unfavorable condition of 
tho ground. 


Thrashing of grain is ab jut completed. 


Pastures have improved greatly since 
date of last report and are coming 
along nicely. 


In many localities apples are still 


dropping from the trees.

Ono of tho sophistries they will use will 
bo drawn from this very question—the 
sugar tariff. They will say that the 
fact that tho tariff on rugar raises the 
prico to the consumer shows conclu- 
sively that tho tariff on any article is a 
tux to the consumer, and that they low- 
ered the tax on a great many articles for 
the benefit of the people. They did this 
when the price of sugar was lowered to 
the consumer by making it free. 


A tariff on sugar could not strictly bo 


u protective tariff, for, unless we do it 
by adding beet sugar, we cannot pro- 
duce sugar enough to be n large factor 
in our consumption of that article. A 
tariff on 
coffee would be a revenue 


tariff, so 
would 
a 
tariff 
on tea, 


because 
we 
produce 
neither, con- 


sequently there could not, in such 
cases, be any protection and. no compe- 
tition and the tariff would be added to 
the cost to the consumer. 


This can be illustrated in the opera- 


tion of the McKinley act. The tariff was 
taken off sugar and the price was low- 
ered to tho consumer. In the same bill 
the revenue tariff of one oont a pound 
on tin plate was raised to a protective 
tariff with tho view of building up that 
industry among our pooplo. The tariff 
on tin plate was made two and two- 
tenths cents a pound. The result was 
that 40 tin mills wero built in this 
country within 13 months aiter the 
tariff took effect and the prico was not 
roisod to the consumer. The reason is 
plain. England before the passage of 
tho McKinley law had this market in 
tin plate. Tho protective duty in that 
law created a competitor and the tariff 
was not added to the price. The same 
is true of hundreds of articles covered by 
a protective tariff. 
A revenue- duty 


never creates competition and the tariff 
is added to the price. A protective duty 
builds up industries, creates competition 
and docs not moan an advance in price. 


The New, Tariff. 


Tho government officers are already 


beginning to apply the screws under the 
now "tariff reform" act. Deputy Col- 
lector Heffornan, of Champaign, yester- 
day sent out a circular in the following 
words:

recently passed by congress, taxing, play- 
ing cards 2 cents a package, becoming n 
law at an oarly date, all manufacturers, 
jobbers and ictail dealers in playing 
cards in tho Fourth division, of the 
Eighth internal revenue district o( Illi- 
nois, composed of tho counties of.

Lincoln's Tariff Views. 


Congressman Pence, of Colorado, and 


a Populist, a few days since in a speech 
in Chicago, said that it Lincoln and 
Jackson were alive they would be Popu- 
lists. Pence proceeds on the same line 
in making such an assertion that num- 
berless other demagogues do who for its 
effect upon their followers try to make 
a |ot of dupes believe that the Republi- 
can party has drifted away from the 
principles of Lincoln. When Lincoln 
was alive the Republican party was in 
favor of a protective tariff and stood for 
pure Americanism as against the world. 
The party stands to-day in favor of the 
same things. Lincoln in a speech in 
favor of a protective tariff said: "I don't 
know much about political economy not 
having been educated in that science, 
but I think I know enough to know 
that when an American pays $20 for' 
steel to an English manufacturer Amer- 
ica has the steel and England has the 
$20. But when an American pays 92Q 
to an American manufacturer, America 
has both the steel and the S20. That is 
the sum and substance of the tariff 
question as I view it." The Republican 
party holds that doctrine ta-day, just as 
it did in the days of Lincoln, because 
it realizes that when the S20 is Kept in 
America to produce an article 90 per 
cent, of it goes to American working- 
men instead of European workingmen, 
and in turn it goes to tho merchant and 
other American business mon, and thi s 
system means prosperity!

BOILED MEATS NOT 
BOILED. 


BMt Covka Quickly «S*f the Sortaco and 


Then Oolj Simmer. 


Boiling is a brunch, of culinary art 


that is understood by comparatively 
lew cooks, although it is generally 
supposed to be the most simple form of 
cookery known. 


Actual boiling- us applied to meats 


very rarely occurs, excepting for a few 
minutes at a time, and then at the be- 
ginning of cooking. When thase few 
minutes are over, the aim of the experi- 
enced cook is to keep meats that are to 
be boiled from boiling, and to let them 
simmer until done, for as surely as the 
meat boils it will be spoilt A good 
rule for boiling is the following: 


Fresh meat, fresh poultry, fresh fish, 


all alike, should be plunged into aa 
much boiling1 water as will cover them. 
jBoil quickly three or four minutes in 
the case of meat, one minute in the 
case of fish, then draw the kettle back, 
odd a little cold water to reduce the 
heat, and keep it covered, and let the 
contents simmer only until done. 


The quick boiling "sets" the surface 


of the meat, which keeps in the flavor 
iand goodness-, while the inner portion 
is gently cooked until done; this is all 
the "boiling" needed. 


When reully boiled, fresh meat is 


tough and flavorless, so that to "boil" 
meat successfully it should not be boiled 
nt all. 


That fresh meat should invariably be 


put into boiling water, and salt meat 
into cold, is another rule worth remem- 
bering. Salt should always, be added 
to the water for fresh meats.—N. Y. 
Tribune.

THE SHOBBS IN THE WAB 


A Creditable Family Beoord—Six 


Brothers, All in the Army 


—Two Wounded. 


Tho Pittaburg Leader, laat Sunday, 


gave an account of the Shorb family to 
which Justice Shorb, of this city belongs, 
in the civil war. When the war broke 
out in 1861 there were six grown eons. 
They were born and reared of sturdy 
parents, whose home was at tho edge of 
Gettysburg, and who lived there during 
the terrible battle fought there ID 1863. 
None of the boys were in that battle as 
their regiments were in other depart- 
ments.

morning early on North Edward street, 
beyond the Peoria, Decatur&Evansville 
railway track, growing out of the sale of 
a house and lot for $1,150 by Daniel 
Moore to Chauncey Turpin, son of Scott 
Turpin. 


The property was purchased some 


months ago by Rev. A. Q. Gharrett, a 
minister of the United Brethren church, 
formerly a carpenter, and at the last 
term of court one of the extra bailiffs 
under Sheriff Perl. Mr. Gharret gave 
Mr, Moore a bond for deed for the prop- 
erty and signed over one hundred notes 
for payments of 810.00 a month. Several 
of the notes were not paid when due 
but 
when notice to vacate 
was 


served on 
Gharrett 
he 
paid 
up. 


Finally 
Frank 
Williams, 
acting 


for Chauacey Turpin, effected the sale 
of the property,, and '.Rev. Gharrott 
agreed to vacfiie. Mr. Moore, in order 
to secure Ghairett's release to all claim 
in the property, paid him 8267 in cash, 
and all papers were surrendered. The 
deal was effected August 7th, Gharrott 
it is claimed, in tho presence of wit 
nesses, agreeing to move out in two 
weeks. Mr. Turpin paid his money for 
the property, and Mr. Moore gave him 
the deed. 


This morning Mr. Turpin, who had his 


household effects stored in a barn, and 
has made now purchases of goods, called 
on Bev. Gbarrett to learn if he could 
when he was going to get out. It ap- 
pears that the Gharretts and Turpiosare 
not on friendly terms. The interview 
was' not of a friendly nature,und it ended 
in Gharrett declaring that he would not 
vacate until compelled to do so accord 
ing to law, and according to Turpin's 
atory, the preacher grabbed a big corn 
knife, telling Turpin to get off the 
place or he would cut his head off. 
Tur- 


pin looked at.the swinging knife. He 
heard the warning, and concluding that 
discretion was the better part of valor, 
and being unarmed himself, he deci- 
ded that he would go. 


Immediately Mr. Turpin came down 


town and called at the state's attorney's 
office. A state warrant waa issued for 
the arrest of Gharrett by Justice Ham- 
mov on a charge of assault to do bodily 
injury, and it was placed in the hands 
of Deputy Sheriff Taylor, 


Rev. Gharrett is the minister who had 


an exciting timo ijot long since while 
conducting a revival near Clinton. He 
was exhorting in the pulpit when a big 
fellow in the congregation became dis- 
orderly. 
He would not keep quiet, and

The Treasury Department Will Not Seek 


for Errors of Punctuation, but Will 


Rule in the Interest of Govern- 


ment and Importer. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—The change 


from the McKinlcy tariff to the new 
tariff law, involving great reductions 
in rates of duties and numberless al- 
terations in matters of detail, because 
of the \vcll-olleil ivheels of government 
machinery, was accomplished yester- 
day morning, as far as the treasury de- 
partment is aclvised, nil over the United 
Htatcs, without a hitch or break. All 
instructions necessary to carry the 
new law into effect were sent out Mon- 
day, anil collectors at customs and in- 
ternal revenue were working yester- 
day under the changed conditions, with 
new schedules and altered rates, with 
a smoothness auu dispatch that shows 
how thoroughly the government ma- 
chine is directed and kept in hand by 
the powers at Washington, 


Many points, it is expected, will ^>e 


found in the new tariff by collectors of 
customs that will require-smoothing 
out b'y decisions finally of the secre- 
tary of the treasury; but Mr. Carlisle, 
with the prudence ami foresight that 
becomes almost second nature with 
one charged with heavy governmental 
responsibilities, will not "cross tho 
bridge" until he reaches it. 


Collectors of customs will iirst pass 


upon such disputed points, ar;d thclm- 
porters, if dissatisfied with the deci- 
sion, can, as provided by lav/, take ap- 
peal to the board of general appraisers 
and finally to the secretary of the 
treasury. 
, 


Much light has been shed upon the 


line of decisions that Secretary Car- 
lisle will follow in tlie few decisions of 
disputed points that ho has already 
made, and they will serve as a guide to 
customs officers nil over the United 
States, 


On the question of admitting free 


dutiable goods now in bond and placed 
on tlie free list by the new law, Secre- 
tary Carlisle looked into the intent of 
congress solely, and although the old 
law was somewhat obscurrj as to its 
meaning, by a liberal construction of 
the new law he admitted such goods 
free without submitting the owners to 
the expense of exporting nncl reimport- 
ing this class of goods. 


This gives a key to decisions affect- 


ing the disputed points in the new 
tariff, and shows that Secretary Car- 
lisle intends to do all in his power 10 
carry out tho intent of congress. He 
will not look for defects tit punctua- 
tion to defeat the objects of the bill, 
but ratlicr look for the good that is in 
it and so construe its obscure provi- 
sions in the interest of the government 
nnd with fairness to importers. 


According to official figures obtained 


from the bureau ot statistics of the 
treasury department, the umoimt of 
goods In customs bonded warehouses 
on July 31 last, aggregated ,fsi,704,4ie 
in value. During this month the value 
of bonded goods has increased proba- 
bly to f.Vt,000,000. 
All advices received 


yesterday at the treasury arc to the 
effect thnt a. great rush is in progress 
at most of the important seaport cikies 
to take goods out of bond. 


The revenue that is expected to pour
